Sunday liquor sales in Lincoln might be an idea whose 


time has finally come. 


At least a liquor license policy review committee ap- 


pointed by the City Council thinks so. The 10-member group 
has recommended that Sunday sales be allowed in the city. 


State law allows the package sale of beer and wine on Sun- 


day, plus on-premise consumption of beer and wine after 1 
p.m; and ori-premise consumption of mixed drinks after 6 p.m 
No package sale of hard liquor is allowed. 


But it is up to each municipality whether or not to allow 


such sales and Lincoln is dry — officially and historically. 


Old "Blue Laws," which forbade many commercial enter- 


prises on Sunday, plus nationwide Prohibition, plus traditional 
attitudes of keeping Lincoln "clean" account for the liquor 
ban.

But even before "Blue Laws" and Prohibition Lincoln was 


dry on Sunday. There was an ordinance on the books in 1894 
banning Sunday liquor sales and that has been followed by a 
long list of ordinances reinforcing the attitude. 


Arguments in favor of allowing Sunday spirits of the non- 


church variety come mainly from commercial interests but is 
also supported by citizens who, if they run out of drinks on 
Sunday, are miffed at having to drive outside the city limits. 
Opposition latent so far 


Opposition to the liquor policy review committee's 


proposal to allow Sunday sales hasn't surfaced yet, but is 
expected to as the issue becomes more heated. 


Richard L. White says the committee decided Sunday 


sales would be especially desirable for hotels and restaurants, 
-and that draws yeas from Tom Fricke, manager of the Lincoln 
Hilton, another member of the committee, and Ike Hoig, 
manager of Pershing Auditorium. 


Fricke and Hoig point out* that there is a way for conven- 


tions to circumvent the law to serve liquor on Sunday, but that 
such circumvention is an unnecessary hassle. 


White "calls" the method "subterfuge"' and wants to 
eliminate it.

The way the system works is for convention leaders to buy 


liquor on Saturday and either give the drinks away oh Sunday 
or sell tickets Saturday to conventioneers who then turn the 
tickets in for drinks on Sunday. But either way, there's 
drinking on Sunday for the convention.

One worry is that convention leaders might sell the drinks 


on Sunday. If they do, and are caught, the hotel could loose its ' 
liquor license because such selling would be against city or- 
dinance. 


Then there's the unhappy conventioneer and square image 


problem. .Carol Sandberg, Radisson Cornhusker Hotel 
manager says many visitors don't realize there's no liquor 
available. "They come in, stand around, and ask what to do on 
a Sunday night."

Restaurants seem not so strongly committed to Sunday 


drinks although some are closed on Sunday because of the no- 
drink ordinance. 


The Boar's Head and Cork 'N Cleaver would open on Sun- 


day if liquor is allowed, according to the managements. 


Jeff Aden. Cork 'N Cleaver manager, doesn't see Sunday 


drinking as an automatic boon. He says Sunday business for 
his restaurant would be touch and go for awhile until people 
got used to dining out that day. 


Toni and Luigi's will stay closed Sunday with or without 


liquor. Misty's. East Hills and the Legionnaire Club are 
leaning the same way.

As for bars and taverns. Harry Koch, owner of Harry's 


Wonder Bar and an active member of county and state 
beverage associations, says he doesn't think the' majority 
want to open on Sunday. "We don't feel like we need Sunday 
opening, but for the small surrounding towns, that's actually 
their only big day."

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Denver (AP) - Jimmy Carter said Sun- 


day night the nation's cities have been the 
victim of unfavorable economic policies, and 
he pledged a "broad and comprehensive ur- 
ban policy" to aid the troubled cities. 


Carter spoke by telephone to the National 


Black Caucus of Local Elected Officials 
which met here to. honor retiring NAACP 
Director Roy Wilkihs: 


Carter said Wilkins' "life and work is sym- 


bolic of what America, can and should 
become." _

Saying urban America "has often been vic- 


tim of unfavorable economic policies,'' 
Carter vowed a change "must take place." 


though not specific. Carter promised ac- 


tion across a wide range of areas that affect 
the nation's cities —' employment, housing, 
transportation, education, social services, 
the environment and crime control. 


He told the group of more than 600 persons 


that American blacks "will be direct 
beneficiaries of our concern and our action. 


"I share your dreams for the future," said 


Carter. 


Earlier in the day, the National League of 


Cities called for Carter to create a council of 
urban advisers and proposed a multi-billion- 
dollar program it said is needed to boost 
sagging city fortunes. 


Carter, whose representatives are atten- 


ding the league's annual meeting here, made 


no reference to the list of priorities drafted 
by the city officials. 


The League called for $10 billion in new 


government economic stimuli, including $3.5 
billion in public works money. The group 
urged Carter and Congress to approve the 
public works funding "as soon as you assem- 
ble in Washington in January." The rest of 
the spending program was not specified. 


The; urban council proposed by the league 


would advise Carter on all matters of urban 
concern. "Without a place for coordination 
arid synthesis, urban programs too often are 
inconsistent or even contradictory" said a 
league statement. 
. 


The league also declined to endorse a cut in 
federal taxes. 


Mayor Hans .Tarizler of Jacksonville; 


Fla., outgoing league president, said state 
and local governments applied for money to 
fund .programs worth $15 billion after 
Congress approved $2.1 billion for public 
works jobs last summer. 


He said the disparity demonstrates the 


need for funding such public works projects 
as well as the boost such spending would 
provide the national economy. 


Tanzler unveiled the league's first 


priorities list Sunday, the second day of the 
five-day congress, and said he was "en- 
couraged" by the reaction of Carter adviser 
AlStern. 


Tanzler said Stern had listened to the 


priority proposals, but did not react 
specifically to them.

League Vice President Thomas Moody, 


mayor of Columbus, Ohio, said the organiza- 
tion would not endorse a tax cut, partly 
because there are deep divisions on the ques- 
tion among city officials and partly because 
league officiers don't want to wage a fight on 
something many believe is inevitable. 


Moody said President Ford's budget 


program, which will be released in January, 
will include a tax cut, and Moody suggested 
Carter will modify but not eliminate the 
•proposal when he takes office. 


"Most of us favor a tax cut, but some of 


us absolutely oppose it," said Moody. Some 
mayors believe government spending is a 
better economic stimulus than a tax cut. 
while others see a cut as a needed incentive 
to spur private investment. 


The league also endorsed legislation for a 


permanent antirecession jobs program that 
would be triggered automatically by 
economic conditions and targeted to hardest 
hit areas.

Carter representatives arrived Saturday 


and met with,league officials, as well as 
groups of mayors who supported and advised 
Carter during his election effort. 


What they heard is what Carter has been 


'told all along — the nation's big cities are in 


trouble and in. need, of immediate 'federal 
assistance.

"The situation of many cities worsened 


in 1976 as severe economic conditions'hit city 
residents extremely hard, especially the 
black and the poor," said the league staff 
report.

The report noted that the percentage of 


Americans living in poverty increased for a 
second straight year in 1975.

The over-all U.S. poverty rate was 12.3 


per cent, but the rate in central cities was 15 
per, cent.

According to the report, high unemploy- 


ment and the nation's sluggish economy 
"reduced state and local revenues;by $27 
billion below full employment potential."

fCIty residents are doubly struck; first in 


loss of jobs and income, then through reduced 
services and increased local taxes;" said the 
report.

Other major problems during 1976 were 


.continued population loss by many large 
cities, as well as increased concentration of 
the poor into ghettoized city neighborhoods. 


The league report also noted that as some 


cities lose population and cash revenues, 
others gain. "Population migration is 
favoring the South and the Southwest over the 
Northeast and North Central, and wealth is 
flowing in the same ways," said the report.

Senior citizens may get reduced rates

Lincoln senior citizens soon may 


have the opportunity to enjoy the 
performing arts at reduced prices. 


Representatives of the Lincoln- 


Lancaster Commission on Aging and 
the Lincoln Community Arts Council 
(LCAC) will meet this week with 
Lincoln arts group representatives 
concerning a proposal which would 
make an arts vouchers system 
available after the first of the year 
to senior citizens in the Lincoln 
area. 


LCAC Executive Director Sam 


Davidson has proposed a system 
which would not only encourage 
senior citizens to attend more per- 
formances but strengthen the box 
office picture of the participating 


The plan includes selling voucher 


books at half price to those over 65. 


Voucher coupons would be used to 


purchase season-or series tickets 
when they'are available or for in- 
dividual performance tickets. The 
voucher books will be dated and 
patrons may purchase one book 
each six months. 


Senior patrons, after establishing 


eligibility, may renew books by mail 
from the LCAC office. Initial dis- 
tribution will be at selected sites 
^ throughout the city. 


Plans call for furnishing patrons a 


list of participating agencies, their 
ticket prices and a calendar of 
events at each agency. In addition, 
patrons will be mailed the monthly 
newsletter and arts calendar from 
LCAC. 


The voucher tickets will be 


redeemed by LCAC from par- 
ticipating agencies at full price, but 
the agency, at its discretion, may 
offer additional discounts to senior 
citizens. 


The Senior Arts Program of LCAC 


has been conducting a survey to 
determine the amount and kind of 
interest there is among' senior 
citizens in attending arts events in 
Lincoln. 


Although final results have not 


been tabulated, preliminary results 
indicate that musical plays, 
symphony concerts and comedies 
rank highest among choices. 


More than half of those respon- 


ding to questionnaires tabulated to 
date indicated they would attend 
two events per month with about 
one-third indicating a once-a-month 
preference. 


The majority indicated the 


maximum amount of money they 
would be willing to spend on a single 
arts event would be in the $1 to $2 
range with only about 17% in- 
dicating they would be willing to 
spend S3. 


The majority preferred afternoon 


performances with more than half 
indicating they need transportation 
to arts events. Nearly twice as 
many need transportation in the 
evening when there is no public 
transportation available than in the 
afternoon when city buses are 
available, the results showed. 


Transportation is a major concern 


nationwide for senior citizens 
wishing to attend cultural events 
and arts performances, according to 
Esther Hamon. member of the 
Lincoln-Lancaster Commission on 


Aging.

Just back from a conference in 


Minneapolis. "Aging and the Arts." 
Miss Hamon said Lincoln has many 
places of interest which would not: 
require enormous funding, such as 
the art museum, the planetarium, 
historical society and the 
University-State Museum. 


She said that Lincplnites are for- 


tunate in that the handi-bus is 
available at night for those who wish 
to attend evening activities. 


There was much discussion at the 


conference about opening up 
musuems to the elderly. Those and 
many of the points of interest in Lin- 
coln offer opportunities for senior 
citizens to broaden their horizons, 
she said, adding that in spite of what 
some may think, "even people over 
65 can still learn things."

forts-.in earthquake-shattered eastern Turkey on Sunday, and 
the.provincial governor ordered all residents of the capital 
between 18 and 65 drafted to help the thousands of quake vic- 
tims.

_ "We are afraid that some mountain villagers who survived 


the quake may how freeze to death," said Muzaffer Yuce, depu- 
ty governor ;of Van province, after the heavy snow began Sun- 
day morning.TFhe temperature was 10 degrees Fahrenheit and 
falling.

• "We consider this snowstorm, under the circumstances, as 


great a calamity as the quake itself," Gov; Ahmet Tosun said. 


At least ;s'ix villages in this mountainous area hit by 


Wednesday's quake were reportedly still cut off, with not even 
helicopters ab'le to get in to bring help. 


Officials called for all available snow-moving equipment to 


be rushed-into* the area. "We have to keep the roads open 
somehow because in this blizzard we may not be able to operate 
helicopters,'.';one said. 


. Tosun announced that he was putting emergency measures 


intq-force to s^eed up the task of bringing survivors in from 
still-isolated and flattened mountain settlements. All adults in 
Van were ordered drafted, and all private vehicles-were con- 
fiscated. Government offices and bakery shops were ordered to 
remain in operation 24 hours a day. 


-School teachers were told to report to work immediately to 


help settle survivors in official buildings and schoolhouses. 


,'. Officials Declined to release any new figures on the death 


toll from the quake. Some 3,626 bodies had been recovered from 
the ruins of Muradiye, nearby Caldiran and area villages by 
Saturday, and officials said then the final toll could be above 5,- 
000. 


The airport at Van, 50 miles south of here, was closed for 


several hours by the snow, halting the massive flow of relief 
supplies. But it was reopened later and two American, one 
Pakistani and one West German plane landed, officials said. 


U.S. Secretary of Commerce Elliot Richardson arrived 


Sunday in "Ankara to discuss the need for further U.S. 
assistance. The United States has already sent $3 million worth 
of aid, according to the American Embassy. Richardson was to 
go on to Morocco on Monday. 


The Turkish newspaper Milliyet reported Sunday that a 7- 


year-old child was found alive after spending three days under 
the ruins of,his home. The paper quoted the child, Mehrhet, as 
saying:

Rosalind Russell loses battle with cancer 


Los Angeles (AP) - Rosalind Russell, whose wit- 


ty elegance and beauty provided a series of en- 
during film performances, died Sunday after a 
lengthy battle with cancer and arthritis. She was 63. 


From "Craig's Wife" and "His Girl Friday" to 


"Auntie Mame" and "Mourning Becomes Elec- 
tra," Miss Russell won four Oscar nominations for 
best actress and seemed able to play anything with 
skill and intelligence. 


Her death from cancer and arthritis was con- 


firmed by a family spokesman: 


As an ingenue at MGM in the mid-1930s, Miss 


Russell, seemed typed as a society girl. But she 
demonstrated her range by playing the cold-hearted 
woman in "Craig's Wife" 1937 and the catty 
socialite in "The Women." 


She specialized in portraying career women in 


the period before women's liberation. She was cast 
as a reporter in "His Girl Friday," a college dean 
in "Women of Distinction," an advertising 
executive in "Take a Letter, Darling" and a judge Beverly Hills as "Oiir Lady of the Cadillacs" — 
"in "Teli.it to the Judge." 
to various good works. 


"The plots were all the same, and so were the 


tailored suits I wore," she once remarked/'.'! had to 
get away from shouting into a telephone." 


Miss Russell managed to escape being typed by 


going'to Broadway for a. musical version of "My 
Sister Eileen." She was a hit in "Wonderful Town," 
even though she admitted: "I can't dance and I 
can't sing — I gargle." 


During another lull in her career in 1956, she 


returned to the stage in her most famous role, 
"Auntie Mame." She played the free-thinking guar- 
dian of a nephew for 508. performances, "then 
repeated the role in the. successful film version. 


Despite her identification as the Bohemian 


Mame, Miss Russell denied it was a self-portrait: 
"I'm personally a little more on the conservative 
side." 


Indeed she was one of the pillars of Hollywood 


society, devoting herself to the Catholic Church — 
she laughingly referred to her parish church in 


and 


In 1973 "the Motion Picture Academy gave her 


the Jean Hersholt Humanitarian award. She never 
won the Oscar as best actress although she was 
nominated for "My Sister Eileen" (1942), "Sister 
JCenny" (1946), "Mourning Becomes Electra" 
(1947) and "Auntie-Mame." (1958). 
' Rosalind Russell.was born June 4, 1913, in 
Waterbufy, Conri:, one of seven children of a dis- 
tinguished trial lawyer. She recalled that as a child 
she exhibited abnormal energy and a loud voice — 
"my mother complained that I was loud, but my 
father would counter that I was the only one he 
could understand at the dinner table.'" ' 


At Marymount College in Tarrytown; N.Y., she 


played St. Francis wearing a beard and giving a 
vigorious performance in a school production. By 
graduation she was convinced that she wanted to 
act: Despite her mother's disapproval, she enrolled 
at the American Academy of Dramatic Arts in New 
York City. 


She played in stock, adopting a British,accent 


that was fashionable in the theater at that time — 
"I talked so British that even the English members 
of the cast couldn't understand me."

After appearing on Broadway in "Talent" and. 


'Garrick Gaieties," she arrived at MGM to play se- 
cond leads as :"the other woman." 


Miss Russell admitted that she was kept under 


contract largely as a threat to keep Myrna Loy in 
line — "but I loused everything up by becoming 
good friends." 
; 
. 


After "Craig's Wife" and "The Women," she 


became a star in her own right, although she often 
had to leave MGM for good roles — "No Time for 
Coiriedy".at Warners, "This Thing Called Love" at 
Columbia and others. 


In 1939, Frederick Brisson, London talent agent 


and.son of the .Danish star.Carl Brisson, saw "The 
Women" on an Atlantic steamer and fell in love 


with Rosalind Russell. In Hollywood he persuaded 
Cary Grant to introduce him. The actress married 
Brisson in the Danish community of Solvang, Calif., 
on Oct. 25,1941, with Grant as best man. 


Brisson later produced Miss Russell's films as 


well as such Broadway plays as "Generation" and 
"Coco." A son, Lance, was born to the Brissons on 
May 7, 1943. He has worked as a investigative 
reporter. 


In her later career, Miss Russell accepted roles 


that other glamor stars would have refused. She 
played a middle-aged spinster in "Picnic," a 
Jewish matron in "A Majority of One," the 
archtypical stage mother in "Gypsy." 


"I've never been afraid of age or playing aged 


characters," she said. "As.an actress in love with 
my profession, I have always welcomed character 
roles. Maybe that's because I'm such a character 
myself. I did 'Craig's Wife' when I was 23 — and she 
was a middle-aged woman." 


In 1969, Miss Russell's acting career was 


almost ended by a severe arthritis attack. After 
months of treatment, she recovered, but her face 
remained puffy from use of medicines. In 1973 she 
appeared in an ABC Movie of the Week and con- 
tinued appearances for benefits and industry af- 
fairs. 
... ^ Miss Russell is survived by her husband and 
son. 


A spokesman for the family said a low requiem 


Mass and a private service for family and friends 
will be conducted Wednesday at 11 a.m. at the 
Church of the Good Shepherd in Beverly Hills, with 
interment following at'the Holy Cross Cemetery. 


A spokesman also said Miss Russell had asked 


that in lieu of flowers, contributions be made to the 
Rosalind Russell Memorial Fund, in care of Bank 
of America, Beverly Hills, Calif.

Miss Russell, who died Sunday at 63, used to say 


she owed her drive and independence to the respect 
and-freedom her parents gave her. 


'Dad brought us up to work, to be slightly 


different, to make a place in life. As' girls, he 
wouldn't let us'sit around and wait for husbands," 
she told an interviewer as early as 1935. 


Miss Russell and her six brothers and sisters 


lived in a 13-room Victorian house with stained 
glass windows. They listened to their father, promi- 
nent trial attorney James Russell, say that 
"children should have all the freedom that is com- 
patible with good manners, ethical conduct and 
family honor."

As a youngster Miss Russell competed in such 


athletic events as the diving competition she won at 
age 13. During the meet her swim suit came un- 
. strapped and she fell into the water in girlish em- 
barassment. 


"They gave the cup to Roz for grit, not form," 


her sister Mary Jane recalled.

they were being frozen out of the market 
by rising prices, American families are 
buying homes in record numbers this 
year..

costs, have tapered -off. People who 
already own their home are apparently 
cashing in on the. equity they've ac- 
cumulated because'their houses have gone 
up in value.

Analysts say people are so determined 


to buy their own homes that both spouses 
are holding down jobs. And some of -the 
analysts say people are digging deeper 
into their budget to swing a home of their 
own. although there are some questions on 


that point. • 


Whatever the reason, sales of existing 


homes are expected to hit three million 
this year, according to the National 
Association of Realtors, up from last 
years record 2.45 million. 
" Sales of new homes totaled 492,000 pver 
the first nine months of the year, accor- 


• ding to the Census Bureau. The record for 
sales of new homes in a year was 718,000 in 
!972;;-- -•/-;-"' ;:-..^-—

Taken together, sales are certain to sur- 


pass the'old .'record of three million new 
and existing homes sold in 1975. when 
sales were stimulated through sizeable 
federal interest rate subsidies for low- 
income buyers. 


This year's sales are providing one of 


.the few bright spots in current economic 
activity generally. And the homebuying is 
coming despite a widely cited study con- 
tending that 85 per cent of American 
families: could not afford the median 
priced new home, despite a lackluster 
summer for retail sales generally, and 
despite a 61 per cent jump in the price of a 
new home over the past four years. 


The median price, of..a new home in 


September was $45,200,^ from 539,700 in 
the same month a year ago and $28,000 in 
1972. according to the Census Bureau. The' 
Realtors Association says the median- 
priced existing home in the same month 
cost $38.700. up from $35,800 a year ago 
and $27.000 four years ago. 


But while those numbers have chilled 


the hearts of renters who might hope to 
buy a home, they've gladdened the hearts 
of home owners. The rising prices mean a 
home owner's equity is growing. 


The median existing home purchased 


with a 52,700 downpayment and a 25-year 
7.5 per cent mortgage four years ago, for 
example if sold, for today's median price, 
gives the seller $15,955 in cash to go shop- 
ping for another home. Thus the recent 


families could,afford the median-priced 
new home. Researchers at the Library of 
Congress Research Service which com- 
•piled the study now say it focused on 
middle-income buyers and would have 
showed a bigger percentage had they used 
a broader base. 


John C. Weicher, chief economist at the

It would render him almost 
politically powerless and ineffective to 
have admitted to a lame duck status too 
early in the game, even if he ultimately 
decided against re-election. 


But this most recent announcement 


has a more serious ring to it. It sounds as 
if Curtis is trying to choke off potential 
primary opposition to him before troops 
are -lined up and the money search 
begun. ^Curtis makes much of the-in- 


cumbency advantage in a primaryelec- 
tion and perhaps he is banking on a 
perceived reticence on the part of 
Nebraskans to elect two Democrats to 
the U S Senate to return him to office 
should he survive a primary election. 


Curtis' announced intention to run 


again with the re-election effort to begin 
almost a year ahead of schedule has to 
be taken seriously at this point It would 
not be too far off the mark to guess that 
he means it. 


But opposition to Curtis within the 


state Republican Party must be taken 
seriously, too. If it is not serious opposi- 
tion, it will mean the Nebraska GOP is 
close to losing its survival instinct. 


In the wake of the comparatively 


close margins deciding the Senate elec- 
tions of 197Q and 1972, the almost-forced 
retirement of Sen Roman Hruska, and 
the loss of Hurska's Senate seat by John 
Y. McCollister to the Democrats, it 
should dawn on any reasonably alert 
political establishment that Nebraska is 
changing somewhat — at the very least, 
the state is clearly not satisfied with the 
old political status quo and the same old 
war horses running for office. 
" The last hurrah is common to 
politics. But if the Republican Party in 
Nebraska is looking ahead^ it won't.

Washington — Nine days before Presi- 


dent Ford turns over the government to Jim- 
my Carter, the Ford administration intends 
to commit the United States to a huge $5 
billion foreign loan program for un- 
derdeveloped lands.

Development Association in faraway Kowait 
The United States win be represented by 
Gerald Parsky, a fast-talking, young assis- 
tant treasury secretary.

Democrats have been gaining steadi- 


ly, although they have generally fallen 
short of the payoff on Election Day. 


Jim Exon (and his 1974 running mate, 


Jerry Whelan) have been the 
Democratic exceptions in the last 
dozen years^ 
, Now Nebraska Democrats have a 
Washington base, and they're assured 
of having one for at least six years. 
That's the life of the Senate term won 
by Ed Zorinsky. 


John Cavanaugh has a two-year lease 


on a House seat and he's smart enough 
to know that the next election is the one 
that really counts for him 


Democrats have occasionally slipped 


into a House seaf in the recent past — 
Clair Callan in 1964, Don McGinley in 
1958, Larry Brock in 1958, Eugene 
O'Sullivan in 1948 — but they are quick- 
ly tossed out after one term. 


It's been 40 years since a Democratic 


congressman was re-elected in this 
state

If Cavanaugh can win a second term 


... in 1978, he may be entrenched for a long 


time" The first bid for re-election is the 
most vulnerable moment for a con-

gressman; if he wins that one, he may 
be set forever. 


So Nebraska Democrats have a 


foothold in Washington — and it may 
become a painful toehold on the 
Republicans in 1978 should Exon seek 
and win the other Seante seat. 


The GOP will fight to the last foxhole 


to hold that one, you can be sure. It's 
already made Exon its chief target foi 
1977. 


The governorship will be open in 1978, 


and a battle between two strong parties 
for control of the Statenouse should be 
in the best interests of the state. You 
can count on one. 


If Republicans believe in the two- 


party system as they say they do 
(especially when it's related to 
Democratic domination on the national 
' scene, particularly in Washington), 
they ought to accept this new challenge 
in Nebraska and make the most of it.

Jensen, of sparse genius 


An exceptionally courageous, 


original and energetic man of intensive 
.and widespread culture, Malraux lived 
a most unusual life. As a young 
adventurer-explorer among the ruins of 
Southeast Asia, he ignited his own in- 
terest in Asian wisdom and also Asian 
revolution, inaugurating his famous 
books on the Far East, both novels and 
artistic studies 


After a period in the European 


limelight, he organized a volunteer air 
wing for the Republican forces during 
Spain's civil war and later confessed: 
"There was a particular sense of com- 
radeship when flying for the Republic 
because we knew there was a comrade 
in another plane on each wing-tip. I 
suppose that "feeling of personal sup- 
p_ort in a human sense was something 
. like.fightinginjhe cavalary in the days 
'

him, 
subsequently said: "He would 


have been a great" medieval 
mercenary He was 'a true Romantic 
and he was dominated by an extraor- 
dinary passion for'tanks. He has the 
'genius of a condottiere. He doesn't 
know anything about the techniques of 
soldiery but he is a real chef de guerre 
With him it is instinct and an art — not 
knowledge." 


Malraux admitted he didn't like war 


(who does?) But added. "It has been 
around me all my life." As a soldier — 
a profession lie never studied — he 
often demonstrated extraordinary per- 
sonal bravery. I asked him whether this 
came naturally to him and he replied: 
"I am aided by an irrational feeling of 
invulnerability." 


Apart from being creative, thanks to 


an exuberant personal nature, Malraux 
was also gifted with a keen critical

sense. He considered contemporary 
Russian prose writers, even the most 
famous, to be "merely 19th Century 
novelists" but added. "Their poets are 
different Mandelstam was superb." 


He had highly original ideas of pain- 


ting and sculpture, considering Braque 
a master of color but Picasso obsessed 
by "the juxtraposition of forms." For 
him~ Titian was "the greatest artist of 
his time" (16th Century). "He in- 
vented the method of painting women 
like goddesses " Always fascinated by 
museums, as De Gaulle's minister of 
culture,. Malraux remarked: "It will 
not be a bad monument if when I die I

president and minister of culture 


shall have left one hundred new 
museums in France behind me."'

in today's world are foreign to 
Europe." 


He foresaw no future "Europe" as an 


effective political organization, predic- 
ting: "That won't happen. It would 
mean a'Europe governed by a parlia- 
ment. But the parliamentary system is 
no longer effective. The reason the 
United States political system works is 
precisely because parliament is not the 
government" 


Having spent years "of his life being 


accused of leftism- and o'ther years 
being accused of rightism.^pro-De 
Gaulle) he shrugged ideological sallies 
off "The right no longer exists," he 
believed, "and today everybody is on 
the left, which means the left no longer 
exists." As for the current fancy for 
"isms" he told me: "The matter is no 
longer important. One asks oneself if 
one is good or bad, charitable or egoist, 
brave or cowardly — but now, am I a 
capitalist?"

remembered: novels, critiques, reflec- 
tions. He assured me one volume of his

The seed of fictional violence flowers 


Washington — A week'ago, three 


pnmen took, over a clothing store in 
Georgetown, a section of Washington, 
after one of them had shot a police of- 
ficer in the back. For some time, they 
held five people hostage, and only after 
the five had escaped through a 
downstairs exit did the holdup men give 
up. 


The entire scene was straight out of 


the movies: 


There were reporters clogging up the 


. telephone lines into the store (the 
police couldn't even get through to 
negotiate with the thugs). There were 
the threatening demands for a getaway 
car (we want a nice one, the ring- 
leader insisted). And of course there 
were the throngs of onlookers milling 
about outside, waiting expectantly for 
somebody to get blown away. 


It was a miracle that no one was 


killed. The only thing which saved the 
officer who was shot was the fact that 
the bullet destined for his lower back 
hit a thick leather belt to which his 
holster was attached, and was thus 
deflected. 


When it was all over, a reporter 


f^f^tm 
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asked one of the gunslingers to describe 
his experience. His response? "Why 


..don't you watch 'Dog Day After- 


noon '" 


"Dog Day Afternoon," for those who 


may not know, is a thoroughly 
melodramatic film about a similar in- 
cident in New York. Take away the 
Georgetown boutique and put in a bank, 
and you have the whole plot of the 
movie. 


Of course, none of this is to imply 


that the Georgetown thugs set out to re- 
enact a movie. From all appearances, 
it is pretty clear that ripping off a store 
was their goal. But having failed mis- 
_erably at that, it is interesting that the 
first thing one of them.thought of was 
'A a movie. 


That ought to tell us something, and 


. while we may not like the message, we

be the first to admit that Sunday 
evenings in our house are virtually 
equated with Kojak.

cause. It is enough simply to establish 
that there is a correlation, and there 
are studies aplenty which show that 
beyond any reasonable doubt."" '

American business and Jimmy Carter 


Washington — From the standpoint 


of American business. Jimmy Carter is 
still at the Jekyll and Hyde stage. 
Which face is the real one? 


His Jekyll profile, attractive and 


sympathetic, is being painted by 
longtime, dose Georgia advisers like 
Charles Kirbo and Hamilton Jordan. 
Jimmy Carter is a businessman 
himself, they say. He'll be sympathetic 
to business. And he's a fiscal conser- 
vative. 


Meanwhile, the president-elect's 


anti-business image also bangs on some 
substantial pegs. For example, Ms 
earlier promise to clear all regulatory 
appointments with Ralph Nader. 
Besides which, there's his commitment 
to organized labor-backed and liberal 
Democratic programs ranging from 
sites picketing to the Humphrey- 
Hawkins Foil Employment Act 


In the end, though, Mr. Carter's own 


preferences may yield to the larger 
pressures of economic reality and 
public opinion. Just look at Britain and 
Canada, tabor and Liberal prime mi- 
insters in both inflation-torn countries 
are being forced to abandon 
yesteryear's leftist rhetoric and public 


sector bias in favor of renewed 
emphasis on the private sector. 
Politically and economically, James ' 
Callaghan and Pierre Tnideau haven't 
had much choice James Earl Carter 
Jr., may not have much, either. 


As for US. public opinion, Nov. 2 saw 


voters in state after state deliver harsh 
verdicts on liberal economic referenda 
and positions, including several em- 
braced by Jimmy Carter. In Oregon, 
for example, candidate Carter en- 
dorsed the' local anti-nuclear power • 
referendum. But Oregon solidly 
rejected the Carter-backed position, as 
did! voters in all five oilier slates con- 
sidering similar unclear referenda. In j 
California. Jimmy Carter also backed 
Proposition 14, Cesar Chavez's 
blueprint for farther'organization of 
farm labor. And not only did Proposi- 
tion 11 go down to defeat, bat 
Democratic Slate Assembly Speaker. 
Leo McCarthy partly blamed Jimmy* 
Carter's gratuitous involvement for the 
Georgian's loss of California to Presi- 
dent Ford. 


Or. consider Arkansas, where the

sial referendum campaign" to modify 
the state's right-to-work law. Mindful 
of Jimmy Carter's pledge to sign 
national legislation to end state right- 
to-work laws, the National Right-To- 


Work Committee called for pro-Carter 
Arkansas to send their fellow 
southerner a message. They did, and 
their two-to-one landslide for right-to- 
wer* protection, in tandem with 
California's Proposition 14 defeat, 
should alert the president-elect to the 
pitfalls of associating with the more 
parochial ambitions of organized labor. 


As for taxation, Mr. Carter may have 


learned the hard way not* to even 
snggest anything directly or indirect- 
ly, about increasing a middle-class in- 
come taxes. In New Jersey, politicians 
link Jimmy Carter's own statewide loss 
to a carry-over of indignation against 
the local income tax just enacted by 
state Democrats, Meanwhile 
Massachusetts and Michigan voters

Americans-who are now worried about air and water pollution 
has reached record peaks, according to a recent Harris Survey of 
1,539 adults.

A substantial 66% feel that air pollution is a "very serious 


problem," up from 46% who felt that way in 1975, while an even 
higher 67% feel water pollution is "very serious," up from 51% 
last year.

Part of the reason people are worried about air and water 


pollution is the widely held view that neither government nor In- 
dustry is,doing an adequate job of controlling it:

Significantly, people put citizen cooperation in helping clean 


up air and water pollution close to the bottom Of the list. 


Only two groups'out of the list emerged with positive 


assessments from the public on the job they are doing — en- 
vironmental protection groups (57-35%) and consumer groupt 
(4541%). 


One of the common complaints registered by both industry 


and labor spokesmen:against increases in governmental anti- 
pollution programs is that the dollars spent on such a cleanup can 
reduce the amount spent on other government programs, and: 
thus cause a loss of jobs. Business has felt that the effort to lower 
air and water pollution too quickly has raised the cost of produc- 
tion and impared its ability to conduct its business profitably: 


• f he Harris Survey probed possible ways in which the cost of 


cleaining up the environment might be paid: 


— A 74-18% majority of the people opposed business "passing 


along increased costs of pollution control to the consumer by 
charging higher prices."

Howeverrhighly significant was another approach that ob-

In this last-proposal the public feels that the system* of. 


federal .taxes on business should be changed to encourage cor- 
porations to do a better job on cleaning up air and water pollu- 
tion. They would like to see a flexible tax plan under which those 
companies that continued to pollute the air and water would be 
forced to pay higher levies, while those that undertook effective 
control programs would have taxes reduced.

.'Lexington.— Nebraska's 
farmers and ranchers have 
their very own radio station. 
They own it, elect a board of 
directors'to run it and demand 
from it Ian endless list of 
reports on markets, weather 
arid farm activities. 
^KRVNit Lexington is the 
slation. The organization is 
nonprofit; but a commercial 
venture described as "fiercly 
competitive" by its manager 
Max Brown. 
• "The station went on the air 
in February of 1951, but the 
idea of 
J Hie station began in 


1948. The Farm Bureau in Ohio 
o'wned;; its station, which 
sieemed to produce the idea 
there/ought to be a farmer- 
owned station.in Nebraska," 
s"aid Brown.V 
• "The.Nebraska Cooperative 
Council^ which I was managing 
aj the:time, was selected by a 
committee, of farmers as the'. 
organization io try to start the 
station. What they wanted was 
a station that was independent 
of any farm organization but 
owned by_ farmers," he said. 


The :N_ebraska RuraU Radio 


Association was incorporated 


in 1948 with the help of a young 
lawyer named Bob Crosby who 
later became governor. 


"We started with about 5,000 


farmers who bought $10 shares 
arid .about 250 cooperatives, 
FFA chapters and other farm- 
related organizations who also 
bought shares," Brown 
recalled. 


Brown cited a number of fac- 


tors involved in the movement 
to build the station. "Farmers' 
felt that city stations were not 
going to continue broadcasting 
grain and cattle market infor- 
mation that they needed -to 
have," he said. "They wanted 
better weather information, 
related to their crop farming 
operations and livestock 
problems, and at that-time 
there were large areas of the 
state without any local radio . 
station service."

: A Sunday blizzard in 1949 
caused a sudden demand for 
better weather information. 


:• "If it had come on a day when 
children were;in .school, we;; 
could have had a big-loss of 
life." For years they paid for a 
daily telegram from, the 
eastern Nebraska-based 
Weather Bureau to bring data" 
oh the western end of the state, 


on which to base a statewide 
forecast! 


Originally, there were to be 


several district : elections of 
directors at local meetings, 
but today therp is a single an- 
nual meeting at which all 
directors are elected. 


Any farmer or farm group 


that wants to can still buy a 
non transferable membership 
by sending the station $10. 
• The/station makes available 
free broadcast time to the 
general farm organizations in 
the state but charges national 
farm organizations. 


Advertisers pay a low local 


rate but national advertisers 
pay, a. much stiffer national 
rate.

A poll of farmers indicated 


that 56.2% could name one or 
more of the personalities 
broadcasting on KRVN. . 


While Brown;was delighted 


with the farm survey, he was 
even- more pleased with a 
national survey showing he has 
good city listemership as well.

The Lincoln Telephone Company 
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Fire destroys

The Misty Lounge, at 4325 N. 63rd St., 


was destroyed by fire Sunday night in a 
blaze which brought twenty-one 
firemen — three engine companies and 
two trucks — to the scene. 


The fire apparently started above the 


kitchen area in a false ceiling above the 
grill, but may not have begun in the 
grill itself, firemen said. 


An employe, Duncan Chui, was in the 


building cleaning at the time the fire 
started, but was in the opposite side of 
the building from the grill. 


Chui told fire inspectors he .had not 


been using the grill Sunday night. 


The lounge was closed at the time. 
District Chief Mark Hansen of the 


Lincoln Fire Department said that 
when firefighters arrived, they at first 
believed they had the blaze under con- 
trol, but then discovered that it had 
spread behind paneling and partitions 
and had fairly engulfed the structure. 


Fire inspectors explained that-the 


present stucco building had been 
erected around an existing frame 
structure. The fire spread through the 
area between the older interior and the 
newer outside; _

; Theitar roof began to melt and cave 
in, making it impossible for firemen to 
continue fighting the fire from inside. 


Teams of .firemen fought from 


ladders to the roof, while men on two 
aerial ladders directed streams of 
water from the sky. 


Sub-zero temperatures quickly made 


the parking lot into an ice rink, adding 


to the difficulties of the firefighters. 
Several firemen became so encrusted 
with ice themselves they had to go to 
heated cars to thaw out. 


Inside, all that escaped the flames 


were a few pieces of wood paneling.

For the woman who wants to wear her 


identity — or perhaps that, of her husband 
— on her dress, there is a new look in 
fashion created by a former Lincolnite and 
which has found its way into specialty 
shops throughout the country. 


An animal and nature lover, Sheral Jor- 


.dan Sack, who lived in Lincoln about three 
years before moving to Scottsdale, Ariz., 
says she was looking for something 
"different," to break into the business. 


She said all designers start with a 


'.'look" or something that-"makes a 
difference." She found that difference in 
nature creations which enhance the 
wearer's personality. 


A Hawaii.native, Jordan Sack owned 


specialty shop retail outlets and a garment 
factory in Honolulu; but during the time 
she lived in Lincoln, she quit designing and 
turned to painting. 


"Now I'm combining the two," she said 


explaining that the large, bold animal 
graphics each has .an identity of its own 
but is designed to engulf the wearer in 
such a way to enhance personality and 
flatter the figure. 


Because of the way they're draped on 


the body, none of the animals .or nature 
designs are prominent, the former Lin- 
colnite said in a telephone interview.- 


People select her designs because they 


identify with an actual animal, flower or 
butterfly or their husband or someone 
wants them to be identified with that par- 
ticular object of nature. 


Noting that this type of dress designing 


has never been done before, Mrs. Sack 
said her designs can be varied and draped 
for women of all sizes and shapes. 


The dresses can be designed to make the 


bust appear larger, waist and hips 
smaller, for example, and can be softer or 
more tailored depending on the size of the 
woman. ', 


"We're not trying to sell everybody in 


town," she said, noting that her collection 
is a specialty line of cocktail dresses, 
sportswear, pants and pajamas and other 
"after-five" wear. 


The Jordan-Sack line is "fun to wear" 


for the "woman who likes not being able to 
walk into any kind of room without being 
noticed." 


"Those women are our customers," 


she.said, no ting'that a very conservative 
woman judge bought a lion dress while a 
flamboyant person purchased a dress 
featuring the very popular butterfly. 


The butterfly design in the softer look 


of light, airy fabrics such as chiffon has 
been very popular, with more than half of 
her customers during the first nine 
months of her operation selecting this or a 
floral design.

Clothing can have a greater impact on your fuel bill than 


you may realize. 


According to the Farm, Ranch and Home Quarterly, 


published by the University'of Nebraska, a woman can lower 
the thermostat five degrees and be comfortable if she replaces 
a skirt with a pair of slacks and puts on a long-sleeved, heavy 
sweater.

Another way to increase warmth through clothing, accor-.

clothing worn. Several lightweight, loose layers of clothing will 
keep you warmer than one heavy layer. 


This is because air is trapped between each of the layers of 


clothing, she said. For example, layers can be provided by a 
vest and jacket over a shirt, or an undershirt, shirt and sweater. 


However, adding layers should not be confused with adding 


.more, weight." More weight does not necessarily., mean more 
warmth.

Cleanliness and dryness of the clothing also'affects its

,, . "A national championship, that's my No. 
1 goal now," record-breaking Tony Dorsett 
said after top-ranked Pitt's 24-7 triumph over 
16th-ranked Penn State. 


The Panthers are in the driver's seat but 


at least four other teams also have their 
sights set on college football's national 
crown. And Pitt must still face one of them — 
fourth-ranked Georgia in the Sugar Bowl on 
New Year's Day. The Bulldogs struggled to a 
13-10 victory over. Georgia Tech on Allan 
Leavitt's clutch 33-yard field goal with only 
five seconds left. 


The other logical contenders besides 


Georgia are second-ranked Michigan, idle on 
the final big weekend of the, season; third- 
ranked Southern California, a 17-13 winner 
over No. 13 Notre Dame, and idle, fifth- 
ranked Maryland, one of the nation's three 
unbeaten-untied teams. The others are Pitt 
and No. 17 Rutgers. 


The national championship race will go 


right down to the New Year's Day 'bowls. In 
addition to the Pitt-Georgia match, Michigan 
meets Southern Cal in the Rose Bowl while 
Maryland faces seventh-ranked Houston in 
the Cotton Bowl. - 


Rutgers, a newcomer to the Top Twenty, 


was bypassed by the bowls despite an 11-0 
record because of the questionable strength 
of its schedule. The Scarlet Knights packed it 
in by defeating Colgate 17-9. 


In other games involving the Associated 


Press Top Twenty: 


— Houston's Cinderella Cougars won 


their way to the Cotton Bowl in the school's 
initial season of Southwest Conference play 
with a 42-20 rout of Rice. 


— Eighth-ranked Oklahoma rallied with 


two touchdowns in the final period and 
knocked off No. 10 Nebraska 20-17. The 
Sooners tied for the Big Eight championship 
with Colorado and Oklahoma State but 
Colorado will go to the Orange Bowl to meet 
12th-ranked Ohio State while Nebraska 
settles for the Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl against 
ninth-ranked Texas Tech, a 30-7 winner over 
Arkansas. 


.' — Texas A&M, ranked llth and bound for 


the Sun Bowl against Florida, trounced Texas 
27-3 while unranked Florida outlasted Miami 
of. Florida 19-10. 
; — ' Oklahoma State, tied for 14th with 


Colorado, trimmed Texas-El Paso 42-13 in a 
non-conference game while No. 18 Alabama 
walloped Auburn 38-7. 


; Besides Michigan, Maryland, Ohio State 


and Colorado, other Top Twenty teams with 
the weekend off were UCLA, ranked sixth, 
arid Mississippi State and North Carolina.

Tuesday, with Pitt's Dorsett an 
overwhelming favorite. 


Ricky Bell of Southern Cal made it a two- 


man race by gaining more than 1,000 yards in 
his first five games, only the second college 
player to reach that level. But in the next four 
games, Bell missed one with an ankle injury 
and was hampered by nagging hurts in three 
others. He bounced back with a stellar per- 
formance in the Rose Bowl showdown against 
UCLA but moved from tailback to fullback 
for much of the game against Notre Dame 
and managed just 75 yards on 21 carries. 


"In many ways, this was Bell's finest 


hour as a Trojan," said Coach John Robinson. 


• "Just put yourself in his place. He is a 


Heisman candidate and this was his last 
chance to go out in a blaze of glory. Yet he 
switched and played fullback and still played 
with such enthusiasm." 


Dorsett, however, romped for 224 yards 


on 38 carries against Penn State, including a 
six-yard run in the second period and a tie- 
breaking 40-yard scamper in the third 
quarter. 


He finished with a single-season NCAA 


record of 1,948 yards and became the first 
6,000-yard runner in history with 6,082. 


"Dorsett really deserves the Heisman 


Trophy," Bell said. "I can't beat his perfor- 
mance this season." 


Despite Notre Dame's loss, Al Hunter 


rushed for 115 yards and a school record of 1,- 
058. the first 1,000-yard runner,— surprise! — 
in Notre Dame history. 


Alois Blackwell scored three 


touchdowns, two in the first period, and. 
gained 153 yards as upstart Houston 
withstood a 409-yard passing show by Rice's 
Tommy Kramer and made it to the Cotton 
Bowl. 


"All dreams are possible, but in this case 


I'd say it was more improbable," said Coach 
Bill Yeoman. "The turning point for this 
season started with our final game against 
Tulsa last year and carried on through." 


The Cougars indeed went from the out- 


house 2-8 a year ago to the penthouse 8-2. - 


Elsewhere, East Carolina "won the 


Southern Conference championship by whip- 
ping Appalachian State 35-7, Navy toppled 
Army 38-10. San Diego State edged New 
Mexico 1*7-14 to finish 10-1 and uninvited and 
Tulsa, headed for the new Independence 
Bowl, needed Steve Cox' 46-yard field goal 
with five seconds left to tie West Texas State • 
17-17 and gain a share of the Missouri Valley 
Conference crown with New Mexico State.

49er rookie quarterback to face Vikings 


San Francisco (UPI) — 


Unless coach Monte Clark 
changes his mind overnight, 
rookie Scott Bull of Arkansas 
will be at quarterback when 
the San Francisco 49ers face 
the playoff-bound Minnesota 
Vikings in Monday night NFL 
football at Candlestick Park. 


The game hasn't been sold 


out and while there will be a 
crowd of about 58,000 on hand, 
television will black out the 
local area. 


The 49ers are reeling at 6-5, 


having lost their last four 
starts, while the Vikings, with 
one of the defenses in the NFL 
as well as master-magician 
Fran Tarkenton at quarter- 
back, have won nine games, 
lost one and tied one. and are 
playing out the season en route 


to the NFC Playoffs. 


While the game thus means 


little to the Vikings, the 49ers 
are in a state of desperation. 
They must win all three of 
their remaining games and 
hope the Los Angeles Rams, 
who lead them in the NFC 
West, drop two of their three in 
order to reach the playoffs. At 
best, that is a longshot bet 
even a habitual bettor might 
shy away from. 


Jim Plunkett has been the 


San Francisco quarterback 
this season, playing well in 
some games and not so well in 
others. However, his perfor- 
mances have mirrored the 
play of San Francisco's offen- 
sive line, which also has been 
good and bad. That line doesn't 
figure to dominate the Vikings' 


front four Monday, so it may 
be a long night Jor Bull, 
making his first pro start in the 
regular season, and the 49ers. 


On Friday, the 49ers an- 


nounced .Plunkett had sore rib 
cage muscles and was a 
questionable starter Monday. 
Earlier in the week, Clark had 
given Plunkett a vote of 
confidence despite extensive 
booing by the home fans last 
Sunday in a 23-3 loss to Los 
Angeles. 


• However, it was discovered 
that Plunkett "hurt" his rib 
muscles during a workout 
Wednesday 
and spent 


Thursday and Friday prac- 
ticing handing the ball off to 
the running backs while Bull 
and veteran Marty Domres 
'handled the passing. But on 


Saturday, Bull ran the whole 
show himself. 


Clark said he decided on Bull 


after consulting with his assis- 
tants. 


Bull, naturally, was excited 


when Clark told' him he might 
be the starter, although now 
there appears no chance 
Plunkett will open at quarter- 
back against the Vikes, who 
are solid favorites. 


"It's a big opportunity for 


me," said Bull, "and I hope I 
can make the most of it." 


Besides Plunkett, the 49ers

Green Bay, Wis. (UPI) - 


Walter Payton surpassed Buf- 
falo's 0. J. Simpson Sunday as 
the leading rusher in the 
National Football League this 
season. 


Victory, however, was all 


that mattered to the Chicago 
Bears' second-year running 
back. 


Payton gained 110 yards in 27 


carries as the Bears beat the 
Green Bay Packers 16-10 in 
near-zero temperatures and 
kept alive their hopes of a win- 
ning season and a second place 
finish in the NFC Central Divi- 
sion. 


The win also gave Chicago a 


sweep over Green Bay for the 
first time since 1963. 


Payton's performance gave 


him 1,158 yards or 29 more 
than Simpson, who gained an 
NFL record 273 yards in the 
Bills' losing effort against the 
Detroit Lions on Thanksgiving 
Day. His total in now only 73 
yards short of the Bears' single 
season rushing record, held by 
Gale Sayers. 


The Lions allowed Payton

NewYork—The concepfbf "general 


education" which holds that a student 
should be exposed to courses in each of 
the major branches of knowledge, is 
making a comeback on American 
college campuses. 


Faculties that abandoned generaliza- 


tion requirements in the 1960s and early 
1970s under pressure to give students 
greater freedom are returning to more 
structured curriculums. Others that 
relaxed, put did not eliminate, such 
requirements are tightening them. 


At Middlebury College in .Vermont, 


for example, students used to be 
required to take at least two terms 
each in the humanities, a social science 
and a natural science. This require- 


, ment was eliminated in 1970, but the 


principle has now been re-estaoUsfted 
by instituting required "fouudatiois" 
courses in the same three areas. 
Similar steps are being taken at other 
institutions- ranging from Bowdoin 
College to Boston University.. 


Hie trend reflects the new academic 


seriousness that has characterized 
students in the last few years. It also 
reflects dissatisfaction with the 
"narrowness" resulting from eased 
requirements and a renewed 
willingness of faculty members to 
assert academic authority. It includes 
iixraasedatientimtofndesvida'kns 
of student interest in participating in 
the mating of college policy. 


In moving toward more structured 


curricuiarns, officials of leading liberal 
arts colleges argue that they are not 
simply rolling bade the dock to earlier 
practices. 


"We respect the need for freedom of 


choice on the part of students," said 


College, which .restored distribution 
requirements this fall after an absence 
of six years, "On the other hand, we 
are also saying that the institution 
possesses a degree of knowledge and 
expertise about the. educational process 
that an 18-year-old should not be 
expected to have intuitively." 


The concept of general education 


developed in the 1940s under the 
leadership of such figures as Robert 
Maynard Hutchiits of the University of 
Chicago. It maintained that there was a 
certain "core" of knowledge that a stu- 
dent should master to become an 
educated person.

in the spring of 1970, 


voted last May to return lo the concept 
of general education. The new plan, 
which is being phased in this'year and 
next, requires students by their 
sophomore year to take three one-term. 
"foundation courses" designed to 
"offer introductions to major historical 
traditions, great ideas and great works, 
providing foundations for further lear- 
ning."

Moreover, the coeducational institu- 


tion in Vermont will require students to 
assemble, in addition to their major 
program, a "concentration" of four 
courses unified by some general princi- 
ple such as "Asian studies" or 
"philosophy of science."

Wethersfield, Conn. (AP) ~ "I don't-mind ' 


women getting jobs and equal rights but they're 
going too far when they try to cut out boys' ac- 
tivities," says Emerson Kellogg HI. 
• ; -Emerson is a 12-year-old former member of 
the all-boys choir of the Wethersfield elemen- 
tary schools, an organization that fell victim this 
year to the women's movement and federal sex 
discrimination guidelines. 


"Women's liberation? I think it stinks," said 


Emerson, who also acknowledged that he didn't 
like girls but got along "pretty good" with his 15- 
year-old sister. "If they want to be equal let the 
girls have their own choir and the boys their own 
choir." 


"I'm in agreement," chimed in the boy's 


father, Emerson Kellogg Jr., a telephone repair- 
man. "Women can do some things but they can't 
do everything." 


The all-boys choir was disbanded earlier this 


year to comply, with .a Department of Health,' 
Education and Welfare regulation implementing 
Title IX of the Higher Education Act. Title IX 
prohibits sex discrimination by schools and 
colleges that receive federal funds. The HEW 
regulations prohibited single-sex choirs. 


Vaughan-A. Howland, .the. director, .of 


elementary; and ' secondary education in 
Wethersfield, said the district disbanded its all- 
boy? choir rather than risk losing about470,000 
in federal funds. The money is'used by,the dis- 
trict. for tutoring children of low-income 
families.

"I think the law is rather ridiculous," said 


Howland. "Choirs for strictly boys have existed 
for decades. People enjoy the sound of a boys' 
choir, the sound of their voices before they go to 
adolescence and a lower-pitched voice. The in- 
terpretation of the law by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare is carrying it to 
the absurd."

been established strictly for 6th-graders but in- 
cluded some 5th-graders in order to encourage 
boys to participate in junior high and high school 
choirs.
